In the Un ited States, the to ll fro m the 19 18 
p an demic — the wo rd p an demic mean s wo rld 
ep idemic — was ro u ghly 20 millio n cases an d 
half a millio n deaths.

Bu t that, Edward V. Ro b erts, 3 7, directo r o f 
the Califo rn ia Dep artmen t o f Rehab ilitatio n , 
say s, is what is hap p en in g. He sho u ld kn o w. He’s 
a q u adrip legic, p araly zed b y p o lio fro m the n eck 
do wn , co mp letely help less ex cep t fo r the u se o f 
the middle fin ger o n his left han d. 
In his n ew ro le as the first q u adrip legic ev er to 
b e ap p o in ted to head a state dep artm en t in 
Califo rn ia, Ro b erts is determin ed to help chan ge 
so ciety ’s stereo ty p ed v iew o f the disab led. 
The v ast dep artmen t he heads o n ce rejected 
Ro b erts as “ in feasib le” — go v ern men t talk fo r 
n o t wo rth b o therin g with.

Getty’s replacement at a 
board meeting Tuesday 
night, told The Mercury 
he “ does not want to take 
a public stance at the 


m o m e n t ’ ’ 
on

s u p e r v i s o r ’ s 
con­ 
troversial decision not to 
hire a fourth full-time 
patrolman 
for 
the 
township force. 


It was that decision 
which brought about the 
resignation of Getty who 
had fought a losing battle 
to fill a vacancy on the 
force created when one 
full-time officer 
quit. 
Instead of replacing the 
officer, 
supervisors 


Richard 
Allebach 
and 
John Frankenberg voted 
to 
utilize 
backup 
coverage by state police 
from 
the 
Limerick 
barracks. 
Saying he’d “ had it” 
with the board’s attitude 
toward the police issue, 
Getty told the super­ 
visors at their Feb. 17 
meeting that 
he 
was 
leaving 
his 
post. 
A 
written resignation was 
submitted 
two 
weeks 
later. 


“ Naturally I am aware 
of 
what 
took 
place 
regarding the issue, but 
the 
matter had 
been 
resolved prior to 
my 
appointment,” Keohane 
said Wednesday. 
“ Because 
it 
was 
resolved 
before 
I 
assumed a position on the 
board, I think it would be 
inappropriate for me to 
comment on it,” he ad­ 
ded. 
“ That would 
be 
unfair to the three entj 
who 
were 
originally 


involved with the 
mat­ 
ter. As of this time, the 
issue is closed.” 


When 
asked 
what 
stance he might adopt 
should the police issue be 
reconsidered 
by 
the 
board, Keohane said, “ If 
it comes up again, I will 
deal with it then.” 
“ I just don’t want to 
take a public stance on 
this 
issue 
at 
the 
moment,” he said. 
Keohane, 
a 
main­ 


tenance 
supervisor 
at 
Neapco Products Inc., 
Queen and Bailey streets, 
is 
a 
Democrat. 
His 
predecessor, Getty, also 
is 
a 
Democrat as is 
Allebach. Frankenberg is 
the 
lone 
Republican 
board member. 
The 
new 
supervisor 
said the board post is his 
first 
public 
office. 
Keohane, 42, resides with 
his wife, Elizabeth Ann, 
at Graterford Road, Sch- 
wenksville. 


Because 
of recently 
passed state 
laws, his 
appointment 
will 
last 
only 
until 
the 
next 
g e n e r a l 
e le c tio n , 
November, 1977,at which 
time he must either step 
aside or formally run for 
the office. 
In addition to naming 
Keohane to the board, the

duty in the cutbacks, 
involving 74 
Navy in­ 
stallations, 45 of them 
small reserve centers. 
Six installations of the 
Defense Supply Agency, 
the 
Defense 
Mapping 
Agency and the Army 
will be involved. 
The 
Pentagon 
said 
1,359 civilian jobs will be 
eliminated. 
The cutbacks will take 
place in 29 states, the 
District of Columbia, 
Guam and Puerto Rico. 
The states most heavily 
affected 
are 
Florida, 
Pennsylvania, 
Texas, 
California, 
New 
York, 
Tennessee, New Jersey 
and Indiana. 
The reduction is the 
second of three being 
planned by the Pentagon.

County prosecutor, an­ 
nounced that Carter and 
Artis would be retried for 
the fatal shootings of

persons 
at

Paterson, N.J., tavern on 
June 17,1966. 
“ I only know I am still 
in 
the 
penitentiary,” 
Carter 
told 
a 
news 
conference at the state 
reformatory in Clinton. 
“ Regardless 
of 
the 
opinion of the state’s 
highest court, I am in 
prison illegally.” 
“ If I am bitter, then I 
have a right to be bitter. 
What you are seeing is a 
person 
who has been 


raped for 9l/2 years for 
crimes I did not, would 
not and could not com­ 
mit.”

trial irrespective of the 
good faith or bad faith of 
the prosecution... 
“ When the credibility 
of a state’s witness may 
well be determinative of

The ruling focused on 
evidence that didn’t turn 
up until 1974. It showed 
that Bello and Bradley,

against Carter and Artis. 
It also showed, the court 
said, that Bello had been 


assured the prosecution 
would not seek his con­ 
viction in two separate 
potential criminal cases.
